LOS ANGELES So you’re a renter and you 
want to green your space, but your land- 
lord won’t splurge on solar panels. 

Don’t fret. There are plenty of low-cost 
ways for apartment dwellers to be eco- 
friendly You can be a green tenant by un- 
plugging appliances or using chemical-free 
products. It’s as easy as fixing leaky faucets 
or installing window treatments to con- 
serve heat in the winter and to keep your 
place cool in the summer without cranking 
up the air conditioning. 

There’s a myth that there isn’t a lot that 
renters can do, said Paula Cino, director 
of Energy and Environmental Policy with 
the National Multi Housing Council. “Our 
individual behavior has a huge impact on 
sustainability The resident has a lot of op- 
portunity to make big differences them- 
selves without any input from the landlord 
whatsoever.” 

Recycling 

Americans are consumers to the core, 
rapidly accumulating and discarding be- 
longings that gobble up energy as they’re 
manufactured, delivered and then eventu- 
ally dumped into landfills. 

But the recession stopped some people 
in their consumerist tracks. Enter green 
renters such as Leslie Gant, 27. 

“I don’t have the budget to get a Prius, 
so I use all the other little things to make 
a difference,” said Gant, whose airy, split- 
level condo in L.A.’s Westwood neighbor- 
hood is filled with reused and recycled 
items. 

Water 

Water requires energy Lots of it. Pump- 
ing it, transporting it, irrigating with it, 
heating it and treating it consume billions 
of kilowatt-hours of electricity in the U.S. 
each year. Producing all that power creates 
carbon dioxide, the equivalent of 4 million 
cars, according to the Natural Resources 
Defense Council. 

So if you want to conserve energy and 
reduce greenhouse gases, use less water 
around your place. 

Eor starters, coUect your old bath water 
or dishwater. Known as gray water, it can 
be used to water houseplants or for out- 
door irrigation. But you’ll want to use only 
natural, biodegradable soap to keep from 
harming your greenery and to keep chemi- 


cals from leaching into the water table. 

Electricity 

Your 700 -square-foot pad probably isn’t 
equipped with solar panels or a wind tur- 
bine generator. But chances are your power 
company is generating a portion of its elec- 
tricity with clean sources of energy Y^u 
can tap into those renewables — though it 
might cost you a little extra. 

That’s because clean power often costs 
more to generate than electricity from 
conventional sources such as coal or natu- 


ral gas. To pay for it, some utilities are of- 
fering opt-in programs for ratepayers who 
wish to support clean power investments 
through a small surcharge on their month- 
ly bills. 

Another tactic: Eind out which appli- 
ances are the biggest power consumers 
in your apartment with an energy audit, 
which public utilities usually offer free 
(hint: refrigerators are major energy hogs) 
and consider replacing them with energy- 
efficient models, even if your landlord 
won’t cover the swap. 


American 
Apparel 
tries to halt 
bleeding 

L.A. Times 

After American Apparel Inc. said last week 
that its future hangs by a thread, the hipster 
L.A. clothing maker and retailer was scram- 
bling to overhaul operations, bolster sales and 
repair its faltering image. 

In recent months, the troubled compa- 
ny has been beset by sales declines, losses, 
a crackdown on undocumented workers, 
problems with its debt, delayed quarterly fil- 
ings and, most recently, an investigation by 
the U.S. attorney’s office in New Yoik related 
to the company’s abrupt change in accounting 
firms. 

Industry experts say the company’s prob- 
lems are so severe that nothing short of 
a major overhaul in its business practices 
and management, which could include a pos- 
sible bankruptcy filing, can pull it out of its 
free fall. 

And there were doubts about the future for 
founder Dov Charney the company’s colorful 
chief executive from Canada who built Ameri- 
can Apparel into a retail powerhouse with 
10,000 employees. 

He also has a reputation as an outlandish 
personality going so far as to appear at work 
in his underwear. 

As the company has floundered, analysts 
and investors have grown increasingly con- 
cerned about Charney’s business savvy and his 
ability to deal with the company’s numerous 
challenges. 

American Apparel is operating like “a mad- 
house,” said Howard Davidowitz, chairman 
of national retail consulting and investment 
banking firm Davidowitz & Associates Inc. 

“No one’s going to leave {Charney} in con- 
trol— that’s over with,” he said. “I think it’s 
impossible to get anybody who’s going to bet 
on him again.” 

When reached by phone last week, Char- 
ney declined to comment, referring calls to 
his lawyer, Peter Schey who said there were 
no plans for Charney to vacate his position or 
leave the company 

“Neither the board nor management be- 
lieves that there would be any benefit to Dov 
stepping aside as the CEO,” Schey said. “Dov 
knows this business top to bottom. He un- 
derstands its intricacies, its complexities and 
what needs to be done to get over the bumps 
in the road and move forward into long-term 
profitability”

Darrel McNeal spotted the new sign, mysteriously labeled 
“CKC” over the highway shield “Illinois no,” the other day 
while he was driving to work. It was posted next to the fa- 
miliar Interstate 88 marker denoting the Reagan Memorial 
Tollway in the western suburbs. 

“Neither CKC nor Illinois no meant anything to me. But 
I am a road enthusiast, so I thought about it,” McNeal said. 
“Was it maybe a detour of some road routed onto 1 - 88 ?” 

Good guess, but wrong. It’s a safe bet that 99.99 percent of 
Chicago-area drivers using 1-88 or the Eisenhower Express- 
way (Interstate 290) probably have no idea that they are on 
stretches of a new national highway corridor: the 532-mile 
Chicago-Kansas City Expressway In the state, it also goes by 
Illinois no. 

This summer marks the completion of a long struggle by 
some communities in downstate Illinois and neighboring 
Missouri to have a four-lane highway that’s built to modern 
standards running the entire distance between Chicago and 
Kansas City, which is one of the larger cities for commerce 
and tourism in the nation’s breadbasket. 

The Illinois General Assembly approved a joint resolution 
in May designating portions of almost a dozen state routes 
and interstate highways in Illinois— up to the crossing of the 
Mississippi River at Hannibal, Mo. — as the Land of Lincoln 
portion of the Chicago-Kansas City Expressway 

Word is being spread to trucking associations and other 
fleet operators in hopes of reducing traffic congestion on the 
Stevenson Expressway (Interstate 55) between Chicago and 
Joliet and on Interstate 70 from St. Louis to Kansas City 
The Illinois State Toll Highway Authority is erecting signs 
designating 1-88 also as being the CKC, an acronym that 
might take awhile to catch on here. The new signs will also go 
up along the Eisenhower as the ongoing expressway resurfac- 
ing project on the Ike draws closer to completion over the 
next several months, according to the Illinois Department of 
Transportation.

Quinn signs 
law aimed 
at animai 
miil owners 


Flanked by Eddie Spaghetti and a dozen oth- 
er furry four-legged friends, Gov. Pat Quinn 
on Sunday signed a law aimed at protecting 
consumers before they buy a dog or cat that 
might come from a breeding mill. 

As of Jan. i, pet stores, animal shelters and 
control facilities must disclose on the cages of 
dogs and cats the name and location of their 
breeders, as well as the animal’s medical his- 
tory 

The law is the first of its kind nationwide, 
said Jordan Matyas, Illinois state director of 
the Humane Society of the United States. 

Existing state law requires sellers to dis- 
close pet information to consumers, but the 
law lacks teeth and doesn’t say when sellers 
have to provide the information, Matyas said.

“This is a very important way in Illinois for 
us to get humane treatment of our animals,” 
Quinn said. “We don’t want anybody buying 
an animal that has been inhumanely treated 
before its sale, and unfortunately that has ex- 
isted.” 

Fines for disobeying the new law can reach 


$1,000 and include mandatory probation. 
Matyas wants consumers to fight the urge to 
buy an adorable puppy from a pet shop and 
research the dog’s breeder first. 

Quinn and Matyas touted the new law 
against the backdrop of bustling Damen Av- 
enue in Bucktown.

General: U.S. 
troops have 
mentoring 
role in Iraq 

□ WASHINGTON Tlie top American military commander 
in Iraq, seel^ing to reassure those concerned about the 
completed withdrawal of U.S. combat units, expressed con- 
fidence Sunday in Iraqi security forces and said the 50,000 
American troops will remain in Iraq in a mentoring role with 
the capability of resuming battle operations if necessary 
Army Gen. Ray Odierno said it would take something like 
a “complete failure of the security forces” for the U.S. to step 
back into combat mode in Iraq. 

“But we don’t see that happening,” he said Sunday on 
CNN’s “State of the Union.” “They’ve been doing so well for 
so long now that we really believe we’re beyond that point.” 

His comments come amid a groundswell of worries among 
Iraqis and others about the stability of the country in the 
wake of the final pullout of U.S. combat brigades last week, 
especially with continued insurgent attacks and the inability 
by Iraqi political leaders to select a new national government 
after an inconclusive March election. 

More than seven years after leading an invasion of Iraq, the 
U.S. military officially will change its function Sept, i to one 
of advising, training and assisting Iraqi forces. The number of 
U.S. troops in Iraq is down to 52,000, from more than 165,000 
at the height of a 2007 surge. By the end of this month, that 
number will drop to 50,000 troops, who will remain until the 
end of next year. 

On Sunday a senior White House official said President 
Obama will deliver a major speech on Iraq after his 10 -day 
vacation in Martha’s Vineyard. Obama will discuss the with- 
drawal of U.S. combat forces and the administration’s plans to 
continue the troop drawdown. 


Supporters, opponents 
face off over mosque 

□ NEW YORK With chants and banners, opponents of the 
planned construction of an Islamic community center 
and mosque near ground zero faced off Sunday with demon- 
strators in favor of the building. 

Hundreds of critics and supporters of the proposed center 
in New York showed up despite an overcast and drizzly sky to 
express their views amid the national debate over the facility 
Opponent Mike Meehan said he would not be opposed to 
the center if it were built elsewhere in the city, “just not down 
here, please. ... It’s just too close to ground zero.” 

Those in favor of the construction said freedom of religion 
was the main issue in the debate. 

“There are many Muslims who lost Muslim family mem- 
bers at ground zero, so when they come to visit ground zero as 
a memorial, they should be able to walk two blocks down and 
pray for their loved ones,” supporter Ali Akram said.

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Chicago softball player, 
pop culture mainstay Jennie 
Finch hanging up her cleats

Jennie Finch has been honing her craft since she was 5. 
Twenty-four years later, the softball superstar is calling it a 
career— at 29 years old. 

No, that’s not a typo. Finch has played softball for most of 
her life. On Sunday, she played her final regular-season game— 
and last home game— for the Chicago Bandits. It was a 4-2 loss 
to Tennessee, but that’s beside the point. 

Sunday was Finch day 

Before the game, she said that she had mixed emotions, 
saying she was excited but the day was bittersweet. She even 
seemed slightly embarrassed to call it “retirement.” 

“I don’t use the word retire,” Finch said. “Retire and 29 don’t 
really go together. I like to say going on to the next step. Hope- 
fully I have a long career ahead of me, whatever that entails.” 



But whatever Finch calls it, she’s hanging 
up her cleats as arguably the most popular 
softball player ever. She is as iconic to her 
sport as Tiger Woods is to golf or Lance 
Armstrong is to cycling. Unlike them, 
though, she has maintained a squeaky-clean 
off-the-field record. She is married to Hous- 
ton Astros pitcher Casey Daigle and the two 
have a son named— what else?— Ace. 

It was her desire to spend more time her 
family that helped her arrive at her decision. 
Finch said. 

“I don’t know if I would ever be ready for 
this,” she said. “I’ve been doing this my whole 
entire life so it’s kind of hard to picture the 
next step of my life without it. My son is 4, 
and each summer it gets a little tougher and 


harder on our family, and I’d like more kids. 
I look forward to the next journey “ 

She’s won Olympic gold and silver med- 
als, a national championship at Arizona 
and entered the pop culture stratosphere. 
ESPN named her the most attractive female 
athlete in 2003, and she was named one of 
People’s 50 Most Beautiful People in 2004. 
She appeared on Donald Trump’s “Celebrity 
Apprentice” in 2009, has made countless ap- 
pearances on TV talk shows and graced the 
cover of magazines as divergent as Sports Il- 
lustrated and Modern Bride. 

Even with all that non-softball attention, 
her teammates said Finch never wavered 
from her dedication to the sport and her 
team. 


“There is a lot things that surround Jen- 
nie as a softball celebrity,” said Bandits third 
baseman Stacy May. “What it comes down 
to it she’s a ballplayer. She goes about her 
business like a ballplayer and I’ll always re- 
spect her for that.” 

Catcher Rachel Folden said the atten- 
tion heaped on Finch might have helped the 
team. 

“When she’s around, everyone’s eyes are 
on her,” she said. “You can go and just play 
softball. I think because of that she makes 
us better.” 

When Finch reflects on her career, she 
said she has a hard time believing everything 
she’s accomplished. 

“I’m extremely grateful and feel very 


blessed,” Finch said. “It’s been just wild and 
beyond my wildest dreams. As an athlete, 
Chicago is the focal point of sports. I feel 
blessed to be an athlete in Chicago and call it 
home and see what being a Chicago athlete 
is all about. It’s been amazing.” 

But on Sunday against the Tennessee Dia- 
monds, Finch struggled. With the stands 
packed at the 1,700-seat stadium at Judson 
University in Elgin, fans lined the rail down 
the first-base line to get one last look at 
Finch as she warmed up. 

She threw two innings, scattering four 
hits, giving up two runs and striking out four 
hitters. After leading off the bottom of the 
second, she walked and was replaced with a 
pinch runner. 
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But she’ll get a chance to end things 
on a better note as the Bandits quali- 
fied for the playoffs in Louisiana next 
week. While she would love to end 
her career with a National Pro Fast- 
pitch championship, she has no re- 
grets about stepping away from the 
game. 

“Pm at peace with where I’m at,” she 
said. “I hope in some way me not play- 
ing anymore will open up more oppor- 
tunities for me to help the game and 
continue the growth of it and do more 
with the game not on the field, but off 
of it. I wouldn’t know what to do if I 
didn’t stick with it.” 

Although Finch may no longer be on 


the field for the Bandits, her days with 
the club are not over. She’s been talk- 
ing with owner Bill Sokolis about be- 
coming a part owner of the team. 

“I keep telling Bill that I’ve got one 
more week as a player and then we can 
talk about it,” she said with a laugh. 

Finch said she’ll most miss the ca- 
maraderie with her teammates but is 
looking forward to the simple things 
she missed during her career. 

“I’m excited for summer barbe- 
cues,” Finch said. “Being able to go to 
family events and those kind of things 
I’ve missed out on basically my whole 
entire life since it’s been softball, soft- 
ball, softball. My husband has allowed 


me to continue playing for so long, 
so I’m excited to support him and 
be there for him more. I’ll get to see 
him more and maybe make some road 
trips.” 

In the days of Brett Favre, it’s hard 
to know if an athlete is ever really retir- 
ing for good. When asked if she, too, 
might pull a Favre and come back, she 
answered coyly 

“My teammates have been asking 
{whether I’ll unretire},” Finch said. 
“I’m a softy so I don’t know. But at 
this point I’m not planning on it. I’ve 
learned never to say never.”
